Senator Borah, in short, proposes to 
make a clear distinction between the 
tariff as it affects agriculture and as 
it affects other industries. Senator 
Borah would use the tariff to .stimu- 
late agriculture and agriculture alone, 
He would cease using the tariff to 
further stimulate manufacturing. He 
would not reduce present rates on

head of the Salvation Army, died at 
his home here tonight. 

The end came to the militant re- 
| ligious leader, who had celebrated his 
73rd birthday on March 8, shortly 
after 9 p. m. tonight. His wife and 
family, with the exception of his 
daughter, Commissioner Mary, who 
had shared largely in his work with 
the army and supported him when he 
fought to maintain control of it, were 
with him. 

Death Unexpected. 

The end of the long illness that 
began last fall came suddenly and the 
death of the general was a shock to 
everyone. Doctor Milne, who had 
been attendimg’ the general, found him 
in very much the same condition he 
had been in for weeks past when he 
saw him on Saturday night. There 
was no sign of an imminent relapse. 

Dr. John Weir visited him this 
morning and saw there had been a 
turn for the worse. He summoned 
Dr. Milne for consultation and while 
they agreed the condition of the pa- 
tient was grave they did not expect 
a sudden collapse. Dr. Milne return- 
el home, Tonight a telephone call 
from the nurse attending the general 
caused him to rush back te the pa- 
tient.

Cencebaugh said he and a fellow 
brakeman returned to the scene and 
that the assailant grabbed the girl 
and ran into a clump of. shrubbery. 
They searched for him, but were wun- 
able to find a trace of him or the 
girl, Cencebaugh said. 

Mrs. Freda Brown, clerk in a

Gilliam Will Seek Roll

Although already voted down by 
the charter revision committee, Ald- 
erman Ed A. Gilliam’s paper calling 
for the annexation by Atlanta of 
some 22 additional square miles of 
territory is expected to precipitate a 
bitter fight at the regular meeting of 
city council this afternoon.

vited To Join Move To 
Stop Building and Save 
Money. 


Forres. Scotland, June 16.—()— 
In the Scottish highlands far from 
the beaten paths of diplomacy Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald and 
United States Ambassador Charles G. 
Dawes today informally launched a 
new movement for solution of the 
problem of naval disarmamént. 

Formal negotiations on this ques- 
tion which has clouded the relations 
of the two English speaking countries 
will begin on Tuesday night in simul- 
taneous addresses by the premier and 
the ambassador. These speeches, Gen- 
eral Dawes at the Pilgrims’ dinner ina 
London, and Mr.! MacDonald at his 
native Lossiemouth, near Forres, will 
deal with this vital issue fully and 
frankly. in the hope of attaining a 


sure basis for world peace. 

Expect Other Nations to Join. 

The conferees declared after their 
talk in the historic rural mansion 
that other naval powers “will be 
expected to co-qperate’”’ in these new 
negotiations. Some of those who 
heard the statement believed the word 
“expect”’ constituted a challenge to 
other powers to fall in line with the 
renewed disarmament movement. Oth- 
-ers. interpreted it merely as giving. 
notice that other nations would be 
welcomed, in short that Great Britain 
and America did not regard the prob- 
lem as exclusivély their .own. 

The much discussed proposal for a 
visit by the premier to Washington 
did not come up in today’s conversa- 
tions, both parties asserted. 

The premier with his own hand, 
wrote out a summary of the conver- 
sation with agreement by General 
Dawes and handed it to the newspaper 
men. 

“We have had a conversation re 
garding the present position of the 
question of naval disarmament as be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain,” he said. “It has n in- 
formal and general, and most satis- 
factory. 

People Cheer Dawes. 

“His excellency (General Dawes) 
proposes to refer to the subject at 
the Pilgrims’ dinner in London on 
Tuesday night and I shall do the same 
at Losd#iemouth, and that is intended - 
to be the beginning of the negotia- 
tions. We both wish to make it clear 
that other naval powers are expected 
to co-operate in these negotiations. 
upon the successful consummation of 
which the fate of the whole world 
depends.” 

All along the journey from London 
the progress of Ambassador Dawes 
was watched with keen interest by 
the British people. His untraditional 
speed in preseuting his credentials to 
King George and then his almost im- 
mediate journey north to chat With 
the premier captured the popular 
imagination. 

It was widely reported that he 
brought to the British premier an in- 
vitation from President Hoover to- 
visit him in Washington for discus- 
sion of the relations of the two na- 
tions, but after the conference today 
both said that this subject did not 
arise. 

There prevails a strong feeling over 
here that the American president and 
the British chief of state are deter- 
mined that their nations together shall 
take vigorous leadership in the settle- 
ment of the armament problem as the 
first requirement for world peace. Se 
General Dawes has been everywhere 
hailed with every evidence of sincere

Powers, Macon’s 71-year-old 
landlady,@as been given another week 
to answer charges that she lured 
James Parks, an orphan youth, into 
an insurance trap with: “motherly en- 
dearments,.”’ and then hired an assas- 
sin to kill him. 


Solicitor General Charles Garrett 
today announced that he had agreed 
to a postponement of the trial, which 
was scheduled for early this week, 
in order to permit Mrs. Powers’ at- 
torneys to complete preparations. 

Meanwhile the self-confessed assas- 
sin, Earl Manchester, 21-year-old 
Powers roomer and roommate of 
Parks, will go on trial as scheduled 
tomorrow, with the state asking the 
death penalty. 

The solicitor general will press for 
death on the basis of a signed con- 
fession from Manchester that he 
killed Parks on a promise from the 
aged landlady to give him $1,000 of 
the $14,000 insurance she held on the 
orphan’s life. Mrs. Powers had in- 
sured Parks, a Hapeville, Ga., print- 
er, a few weeks before his body was 
found, May 28, with a bullet wound 
in the back of the head. 


Slain On River Bank. 


Manchester's confession said he 
killed Parks on the night of May 27, 
after luring the youth to the bank 
of the Ocmulgee river on the pre- 
text of “hi-jacking a liquor car.” 

“I have evidence that Manchester 
was ripe for a black deed,” Solicitor 
General Garrett said today, “and I 
shall not agree to a plea of guilty 
and accept life imprisonment. These 
two culprits are equally guilty of the 
murder of this 25-year-old orphan.” 


Mrs. Powers is charged with ac- 
cessory before the fact of murder, 
and under eGorgia law, the actual 
slayer must be tried first, also Geor- 
gia statutes forbid charging an ac- 
cessory with the actual crime of 
murder unless the accessory was on 
the scene of the crime, as was not 
the case in this instance.

REPUBLICANS MAY WRECK

Washington, June 16.—For the first |

Coming into Cleveland this morn- 
ing, after leaving New York on the 
Southwestern Limited last night we 
stopped for fruit, coffee and rolls at 
a nice hotel and then were driven to 
the air port. There three great 
Tri-Motored Fokker’ monoplanes each 
carrying 12 passengers, two pilots and 
steward were waiting, the engines al- 
ready warming up. 

We were delayed somewhat by the 
fact that this was the first trip of its 
kind in this country and a celebra- 
tion had to be held, but soon we 
settled back in comfortable upholster- 
ed chairs and with a whir the motors 
speeded up, pulling us off the ground 
so quietly we did not realize we were 


leaving. 
Fly To Chicago: 


In V formation we left the ground 
and in V formation we flew to Chi- 
cago, the first stop. It was raining 
when we reached the Cleveland air 
port. It was raining tonight within 
a few moments after we landed at 
Garden City, Kan., to board the Santa 
Fe for the rest of ovr journey to 
Los Angeles, arriving there Monday 
morning at 9:15 a. m. But as we 
took the air-at Cleveland the sun 
broke through the clouds making our 
yellow wooden wings gleam like gold 
and it kept up its brightness through- 
out all of our flight, a fine omen for 
this new era in aviation. 


Cleveland gave us a great send oft, 
Chicago a great welcome. We were 
further delayed by the celebration 
there and were 35 minutes late in 
getting off. Some of us began to 
wonder whether we would get through 
on the schedule, buf"we had not reck- 
oned on the wasp engines which pow- 
er these great air liners. With the 
throttle only half open they cruise at 
112 miles an hour, but they can be 
stepped up to 135 without damage to 
the engine, or to 145 if necessary. 

Ahead of Schedule. 


Across the Fox river we flew, then 


into Iowa, and then came the Muddy 
Missouri. We dropped down to Fair- 
fax airport at Kansas City five min- 
utes ahead of schedule. 

More than a thousand persons greet- 
ed us there. Bands played, the ra 
broadcast and we were princes for a 


day at least. We had a good break- 
fast at Chicago on the field, follow- 
ing the light repast at Cleveland. At 
Kansas City we had a fine luncheon; 
tables, linen, dishes and everything. 
No camping out nor eating from 
thermos jars in the air, real food and 
real service. 

Again the sie eal incident to 
an inaugural held us up. Through 
into Kansas City on time, we were 
40 minutes late getting out. A stiff 
head wind bucked us. Over scores of 
miles of waving wheat fields we flew. 
Jack rabbits jumped from the wheat 
and ran in circles at the sound of 
our engines, not knowing which way 
to turn. We could have shot them 
with a 22 calibre. rifle so low were 
we. Westbound the planes fly low. 
Eastbound they fly high. ‘That is 
because the prevailing winds are from 
the west. Bucking them, it is best 
to fly low, where they are not so 
strong. Going with them it is best 
to go high around a mile to get their 
full benefit. 

Arrive At Gordon City. 

And then a miracle, it seemed we 
suddenly sighted a crowd of automo- 
biles, a big field with a white circle 
in the center, a new hangar. The 
whir of the engines stopped as the 
pilot cut them off to land. Softly we 
slid down. Our wheels touched’ the 
ground without noise. The pilot ap- 
plied the brakes, we dcew to a gentle 
stop and then taxied to the hangar. 
We were in Garden City, Kansas, and 
we were there on time at 5:20 p. m., 
having left Cleveland at 7:30 a. m., 
and having covered 1,087 miles in the 
meantime. 

Antos took us to the station. Our 
baggage was taken care of for us. We 
had time enough to stretch, walk 
around and compare experiences with 
those in the other planes. Then the 
California Limited pulled in. We 
ij boarded it, had a fine dinner in the 
dining car and went to bed, the first 
in the world to make such a journey. 
As this is read at the breakfact table 
we will be speeding through New

Yokohama.—Of all the instances of 
municipal wonder-working in the 
pages of history, there is nothing to 
compare with the Aladdin-like story 
of the arising of the Yokohama of to- 
day from the ashes and destruction 


{of five years ago. 


On the morning of September 1, 
1923, Yokohama was one of the 
orient’s greatest ports, a city of 550,- 
000 inhabitants, whose greatest pride 


was the magnificence of their public 
buildings and the oriental beauty of 
their homes, clubs and temples. 

That night, following the ‘arth- 
quake which at midday shook all 
southern Japan, all that was left of 
Yokohama was ashes above ground 
and completely destroyed water mains, 
electric conduits and sewers beneath 
the ground. _Of the more than half 
million citizens of the city, more than 
48,000 were dead, charred bodies im- 
possible in most cases of identifica- 
tion. 

So fierce was the heat of the con- 
flagration which swept the city fol- 
lowing the earthquake, that the steel 
bridges across the town’s numerous 
canals were melted, misshapen lumps 
of metal, while iron pipes far beneath 
the surface of the ground were twisted 
into knots. 

Yokohama is situated in a valley be- 
tween two low-lying ranges of hills 
and from range to range there was 
no single structure of any type left 
standing. 

It was a tragedy to which the de- 
struction of Pompeii and the burning 
of Rome were not to be compared. It

Ten Million Y ears.

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BUSINESS MEN ON HOME 
WORK. 


A Canadian business man has 
something of interest to tell us about 
this home work evil: 

In the town of—-——I am separate 
school representative on the high 
school board. Several times I have 
noticed your criticism of the school 
systems for allowing too much home 
work to be loaded upon the children. 
I am of the opinion that no home 
work should be allowed throughout 
the school year except in the month 


before examinations, and then only 
review work. 

Most of us business men do ‘not 
work much longer than the school 
children under the present system and 
we would not think of taking our 
work home with us at night except 
under unusual circumstances. If our 
business demanded it, ‘we would get 
into another business that didn’t. 

My daughter, aged 8, finished the 
first month in the fall term in second 
place in her class. The home work 
was light in that month, but grew 
heavier with each succeeding month 
until in December she had an hour 
or more every night. She was fifth in 
October, eleventh in November and 
seventeenth in December, and at 
Christmas holiday she was all in and 
had little or no time for play. She 
picked up during Christmas vacation, 
and came fourth in January. Home 
work started in February, and she 
was seventh. in her class for that 
month; eleventh in March, fifteenth 


|in April, seventeenth in May, and in 


June she failed in her examinations, 
though certainly she is no dumbbell. 
During May and June she was unable 
to do arithmetic questions that she 
had done easily in February, nor could 
she get the formula through her head. 
She seemed dopy all the time and did 
not even enjoy the little play she got. 

After two weeks vacation she was 
able to do the arithmetic questions 
she had failed to do on examination, 


,and she could do them without stop- 


ping to puzzle over them. 

The trouble, I think, is that the 
teaching staff of many schools are 
more concerned in play than in the 
pupils, and if they can make the par- 
ents do a considerable share of the 
teaching nights, that makes the job 
the easier for them. {(Signed)———.

Hadley Field, the eastern terminal -at

around Hadley, with a 700-foot ceiling 
and no prospect of fog. 

I decided to fly on through the bad 
stuff and depend on its being clear 
enough to land my mail at Hadley. I 
told the Kylertown people to take the 
mail out of the truck and reload the 
plane. 

I took off again. The way was 
clear for a while. Then I ran into 
another thunderstorm. I tried to 
climb over it, but couldn’t. I started 
pushing through. I was bounced 
around badly. Once it was so rough 
that when I straightened out I found 
myself headed back toward Cleveland.

A little later I came down to 400 
feet and saw water. I decided it must 
be Long Island Sound and I flew on 
for fifteen minutes on the same 
Then I came down again.

Finally I got down to a village and 
found a telephone. Harrison, at the 
field, was conscience stricken. He 
thought he had given me a bad re- 
port.

Bobby Jones left Atlanta last night 
for the scene of the national open 
golf tournament, bent on recapturing

MACKS, CARDS 
NET FAST PACE 


A’s Win Six Games Dur- 
ing Week and St. Louis 
Wins Five.

New York, June 16—(#)—Refusing 
to drop a game anywhere along the 
trail, the Athletics and the Cardinals 
set a fast pace in their respective 
leagues in the week ending last night. 
the A’s with six victories and the Red 
Birds with five. These twin spurts 
increased the lead of the Mackmen 
over the Yankees to nine full games, 
and returned the Cardi.als to the top 
of the National league standing. 

The Athletics led a comparatively 
light assanit against Chicago and 
Cleveland pitchers in taking six 
straight, but won comfortably in every 
game but one—the abbreviated 1-to-0 
victory over the Indians at Shibe park 
yesterday. The Mackian defense, how- 
ever, was the best in either circuit, 
only ten enemy runs being charged 
against Philadelphia boxmen. The 
Athlethics also had the best record 
afield in their own circuit, with just 
four misplays against their record. 

OFFENSIVE HONORS. 

The two New York teams share 
offensive honors for the week, the 
Yankees because of the wild firing 
with which they leveled pennant hopes 
of St. Louis and Detroit, and the 
Giants because of their mad spree 
against the Pirates yesterday. That 
barrage of 28 hits and 20 runs against 
Pittsburgh boxmen ran McGraw’'s to- 
tal for the week to 89 hits and 53 
runs. The Yankees’ offense totaled 88 
hits and 60 runs. 

The Clan McGraw thus led both 
circuits in safe blows and their own 
league in scoring. The Hugmen top- 
ped both majors in runs and set the 
American league pace_ in hitting. 
Those big bats are about the only 
defense Huggins can offer against the 
Athletics at the Ruppert stadium 
later this week, but, working as they 
did against the Browns and the Tig- 
ers, they could conceivably cause 
Messrs. Grove and Walbert a certain 
amount of anguish. 

CUBS CROWD LEADERS. 

The Cubs crowded the two leading 
winners with four victories and a tie 
in five starts, and showed: the best 
National league defense with only 19 
opposing runs scored. against them. 
The Cincinnati Reds erred only three 
times, leading both circuits, The 
Lrowns, with 12 misplays, had the 
worst mark in either league, and 
Brooklyn, with ten, enjoyed this un- 
enviable distinction in the National. 

The Yankees set the home run pace 
with eight circuit blows, one more 
than the Athletics collected. The 
Phillies, who failed to win a game 
while losing five and _ tieing one, 
topped the National league with six 
homers.

ATHLETICS FACE 
SEASONS. TEST 
IN YANK SERIES 


Two. American League 
Rivals Clash in Five- 
Game Battle Friday. 


By George Kirksey. 

New York, June 16—(Unit- 
ed News)—The big test comes 
for the Philadelphia Athletics 
this week when they meet the 
New York Yankees in a five- 
xame series in three days at 
Yankee stadium, beginning Fri- 
day. 

Up until now no team has been 
able to check the Athletics and they 
have piled up an eight-game lead in 
the runaway American league race. 

Unless the Athletics are playing 
way over their heads Connie Mack 
has assembled one of the great base- 
ball machines of recent years. The 


Athletics have got off to one of the 
fastest starts in history. It took the 
Yankees until July 4 last season to 
pile up their 13. 1-2-zgame lead which 
was later whittled completely away 
by the Athletics. 

A CRUSHING BLOW. 

Apparently it will take a crush- 
ing blow from the Yankees, similar 
to the one they dealt the Athletics 
in the vital September series last 
season, to prevent Connie Mack's club 
from coasting home to the pennant. 

The swift pace set py the Ath- 
letics can’t be kept up all season un- 
less Connie Mack has a super ball 
elub. The Athletics have not lost 
two games in a row all season. 

Thus far the Athletics have been 
able to overpower all opposition, win- 
ning most of their games by wide 
margins. They have had several lony 
winning streaks, including one of 15 
games. They have won 24 out of 
their last 28 games.

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TQ END OWL WASTE

New York, July 17.—Oil men, big 
and little, representatives of the gov- 
ernment, representatives of the gov- 
ernors of the oil states, agreed at the 
Colorado Springs conference held this 


week that something should be done 
. end the waste of oil én this coun- 
ry. 

On the opening day of the confer- 
ence, it was peinted out that this 
country owning only 18 per cent of 
the world’s oil resources, is now sup- 
plying 72 per cent of the total an- 
nual world demand; that for the year 
1927 we got $250,000,000 léss for oil 
than in 1926, although producing 125,- 
000.000 more barrels in 1927 than 
in 1926; that California alone took 
6,000,000 more barrels of vil out of 
the ground in 1927 than in 1926 and 
got $65.000,000 less for the years 
work: that similar conditions exist- 
ed in Wyoming, Kansas, Texas, Lou- 
isiana, Montana, Colorado, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico. 

It was agreed at the Colorado 
Springs conference that what is be- 
ing done in oil in this country is 
economic insanity. 

Another Story. 


When it came, however, to agree- 
ing on what should be done about it, 
that is another story. There was 
much talk as to what should and 
what should not be done to end oil 
waste. Informed Wall Street oil 
men, however, characterized most of 


conference as “applesauce.”’ 

Here is the oil situation in this 
country as informed Wall Street oil 
men see it. Last year a new high 


| peak was made in the average daily 


production of crude oil. Production 
of crude oil in recent’ years has run 
so far ahead of demand that there 
are now 650,000,000 barrels of crude 
and refined oil in storage. This means 
that, including the necessary tank 
storage facilities, between $2,000,000.- 
000 and $3,000,000,000 is now tied up 
in oil in storage. 

For the first four months of 1928, 
which was a year of excessive over- 
production, there was an increase of 
26.000,000 barrels to the crude and 
refined oil in storage. 

For the first four months of 1929 
the latest available figures showed 
an increase of 36,000,000 barrels of 


oil in storage. 

Since then, after a temporary drop, 
the average daily production of crude 
increased to a new peak for all 
time. ee 

Sponsored Meetings. 


Early this year when the average 
daily production of crude oil was 
mounting, the American Petroleum in- 
stitute sponsored a series of meet- 


' ings of oil men, the outcome of which 


was that while some of the biggest 
producers in the country, including 
some Standard Oil companies’ and 
yulf Oil, controlled by the Mellons, 
stood out, an agreement was reached 
whereby production of crude oil was 
to be curtailed at least to the level 
of 1928. Then the head of the Amer- 
ican Petroleum institute wrote a let- 
ter to the Federal Oil Conservation 
board, appointed by President Cool- 
idge, saying that nothing could be 
done by the oil men themselves un- 
less the government’ stood behind 
them. The question of government ap- 
proval was submitted to the attor- 
ney-general with the ruling reached 
that the Federal Oil Conservation 
board had no power to give oil men 
immunity from federal and state laws 
regulating agreements for curtailing 
production which directly . regulates 
selling prices. That ruling was the 
death blow to the efforts made by 
some oil men early this spring with 
the American Petroleum institute be- 
hind them to curtail production of 


crude oil, 

But in turning down the reqnest 
last spring for government approval 
of the oil curtailment plans, it was 
suggested that the oil producers go 
ahead with their plans after first get- 
ting the approval of the various oil 
states. The Colorado Springs confer- 


ence was called for the purpose of get- 
ting the various oil states to agree 
on uniform oil restriction laws and 
then have these laws approved by con- 
gress which passed the original Sher- 
man law prohibiting agreements in re- 
straining of trade. 


Appointed Requa. 

President Hoover appointed Mark 
Requa as his representative to call 
on governors of the oil states before 
the Colorado Springs conference and 
then take a prominent part in the 
Colorado Springs meeting. Governors 
of the important oil states stayed 
away from the Colorado Springs con- 
ference, sending representatives. This 
was done, it is understood here, to 
avoid making pledges for uniform state 
legislation to curtail crude oil produc- 
tion. Public sentiment in important 
oil-producing states is against laws 
calling for restriction of production. 

The hard nut to crack in bringing 
about curtailment of crude oil produc- 
tion is to prevent an individual or a 
company owning land from drilling. 
A land owner, hoping for oil, starts a 
well because he knows that if there is 
oil under his land it could be drawn 
off hy neighbors. Wall Street oil men 
believe firmly that no law can be 
passed preventing the owner of land 
from drilling for an oil well on his 
own land. In the meantime some 
powerful oil companies, such as the 
Gulf, controlled by the Mellons, and 
some of the Standard Oil companies 
are against either state or federal reg- 
ulation -of oil production,. believing 
that the situation can best be han- 


| dled by allowing the law of supply and 


demand to operate. |
